Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that, if the amendment were entered, Alonso would not disclose all the limitations of claim 1 . Specifically, Applicant 
argues that "Alonso fails to disclose 'two unilateral inlet valves and two unilateral outlet valves in two respective ends of an inner wall of [a] 
single volume tube' (emphasis added). Instead, Alonso discloses that the inlet valves and the outlet valves 112 and 113 are in two separate 
volumes separated by two partitions 90 and 91." 

However, the examiner contends that Alonso does disclose these limitations. Alonso discloses a pump comprising: two unilateral inlet 
valves (112) and two unilateral outlet valves (113) in two respective ends of an inner wall (the wall comprises the pieces 78, 82 and 83, see 
Fig. 8 annotated in the prior action) of a single volume tube (the single volume tube is comprised of pieces 84, 92, 93 and 1 02). 
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
